Loans for repairs of the 8535 glebes now

The £74,148 cash in hands on the 3lst of 
December, 1926, merely represented part pro- 
vision for payment of the quarterly warrants, 
amounting to over £100,000, issued on or 
about the Ist of January. 

LOSS ON SALE OF INVESTMENTS. 

The loss on the sale of investments liable 
to British income tax had now been definitely 
ascertained at £452.439. It would be in the 
recollection of the Synod that the necessity 
for these sales was unexpectedly and abruptly 
terminated by a reciprocal agreement as to the 
British and Free State income tax, but phe 
loss now shown had already been incurred, 
The original scheme for replacement; carefully 
prepared by the Representative Body in col- 
laboration with their auditors, was based on 
an estimated eventual loss of £475,000, and 
included a transfer of £75,000 from the 
Auxiliary Fund. That transfer the Synod of 
1926 reduced to £55,000. The scheme further 
provided for a standing allocation of £10,000 
per annum, but the Synod, for the expressed 
reason that the total loss had not been 
definitely ascertained, made the allocation for 
one year only. The loss had now been 
ascertained; the reason urged last year no 
longer existed. The reduction by £20,000 
in the capital transfer was reasonably 
balanced by the reduction in the ascertained 
loss, and the Representative Body strongly 
recommended that the allocation of £10,000 
be continued annually. 

The gross income from investments for the 
vear was £452,282, which, after provision 
made for expenses (£17,853), specific trusts 
(£50,187) and contract interest (£350,045), 
left a sum of £54,196 as the balance for the 
year—an increase of £9,508 on the correspond- 
ing figure for 1925. This increase was to the 
extent of some £4,500 due to payment cf 
arrears, and was io that extent abnormal. 
From this balance had been paidethe various 
amounts authorised in advance by the General 
Synod, amounting to £22,022, and there nuw 
remained for allocation a sum of £52,373. 

It would not be out of place here to refer 
to the statement of the finances of the 
Church, issued by the Standing Coimmiitee 
to every member of the Synod. In the 
preparation of that statement the Standing 
Committee had the assistance of several 
members who were not members of the 
Representative Body, and had had no special 
knowledge of the finances. 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The contributions of £155,669 for i926 were 
considerably less than for last year, ihe 
diminution being almost entirely confined to 
the receipts from legacies and donations to 
capital, in which considerable variations 
naturally occur from year tqyear. However, 


age 1s maintained, the total of the trusts 
and endowments being now £2,632,793—an 
increase of £362,500 in the last ten years. 
The principal item in the contributions is, 
of course, the sum of nearly £110,000 for 
annual assessments for stipends under 
diocesan schemes. On the certainty and 
punctuality of the payment of these assess- 
ments depends the whole system of our 
finances. 

The current rate o. interest had stood at 
4 per cent. for some years past. During 
these years they had been investing at 5 
per cent., and the Church at large had 
gained 1 per cent. on such. new money as 
came in during that period to earn the cur- 
rent, rate. The annual amount had not been 
large, as many donors had been tempted by 


Loan to prefer specific investment to current 
rate. It had been, since the war, a matter 
of very great difficulty. to forecast, even for 
short periods, the financial future; but, after 
careful consideration,. the Representative 
Body had decided to raise their rate to 4 
per cent, | 
SUPERANNUATION. 

The effect of the Act of 1923 was very 
clearly reflected in the figures in the report. 
£27,912 was paid away in 1926, es contrasted 
with £14,668 in 1916. In the same period 
the number of annuitants had increased from 
121 to 163. The deficit in income had been 
met by the transfer of £4,520 from Alloca- 
tion Account. The very rapid increase in the 
annual payments inted to the speedy 
exhaustion of the e000 per annum available 
from Allocation Account. . This £5,000 per 
annum was quite distinct from the grant of 
£1,650 which the Synod was now asked to 
give, in accordance with precedent, for dis- 
tribution among annuitants prior to the Act 
of 1922 (by which the maximum annuity was 
increased from £200 to £300). 

A “ RECORD” BALANCE. 

The annual inerease in the amount avail- 
able for distribution by the § calls for 
more than passing remark. wenty years 
ago there was a balance of -£1,240 on the 
year’s income for 1906, which was carried 
forward. There was no Glebe Grant; no 
grant of any description.

A PERMANENT ALLOCATION. 
Whether a corporation that had a record 
such as this was in every respect worthy of 
their confidence might or might not be open 
to argument, nor did the Representative 
Body claim to be above or beyond criticism. 
But it was not too much to ask that the 
very modest recommendation which they 
made—a recommendation far less than that 
which their auditors year after year urged 
upon them—should be accepted ; that the 
Replacement Scheme, elaborated with such 
care, should not be further minimised, but 
should be stabilised in its mutilated form, 
and that the allocation of £10,000 per annum, 
which was borne so easily by the general 
funds, should be made permanent until the 
Replacement Fund had fulfilled its object, 
IMPORTANT PRINCIPLES, 
In concluding, Mr. Maconchy said that

Finance was a less prosaic term 
than money. Ways and means, perhaps, was 
less prosaic still. They should not, how- 
ever, get into the way of looking upon ways 
and means as the only business of the Re- 
presentative Body. or the only basis of their 
Church organisation. That the finances of 
the Church had been for some years past in 
a position to give much needed assistance to 
their clergy was, indeed, a result: for which 
they should be thankful, and that this posi- 


Church had been able to respond, to some 


extent, to the calls made upon her. ut, 
much as money’ mattered in this 
material age, there underlay “the 
whole of the report principles and 


aims of deeper significance to the life of their 
Church than mere material prosperity. 
The assessments, full and regular, meant 
more than money, They meant and ex) ressed 
the loyalty of the people to their Church ; 
their oie to provide the regular service of 
their religion. The constant flow of legactes 
reminded them that the interest of their 
eople was for their children after them. 
Dai y, weekly, monthly, the Representative 
Body touched at every point the living cor- 
porate Church. An infinite variety of ques- 
tions, difficulties, complications in parochial 
and in diocesan matters passed in review; 
and a mere perusal of the cold and guarded 
language of an official report conveyed but a 
scant impression of the complex life and 
organisation that ramifies throughout the 
Church. Vitality was abundant. Better to 
have differences of opinion, even criticism 
and complaint, than apathy. And no one 
who had had occasion to differ with parochial 
opinion could accuse that parish, at least, of 
apathy. 

"Their Church had, indeed, passed through 
dark and dangerous days. Doubt and per- 
plexity had, indeed, surrounded them. But 
God had been their strength and stay in giv- 
ing to them that measure of wise and mght 
judgment which brought them here as a 
Church even more firmly united, North and 
South, than before the partition of their 


country. Here they had no boundary ques- 

tion.

at a cost of £10,000, of which 
£8,000 had been supplied from the Central 
Fund. In Cregagh district a fine site had 
been. granted tree by the Downshire family, 
which had always been exceedingly liberal 
to the Church of Ireland, and they wanted to 
build a church there. Here again the 
Methodist body, to their credit, had built a 
new church, costing about £10,000, of which 
£8,000 came from the Central Fund. 

They also wanted to build a church at 
Stranmillis, where there were a fine body of 
Church people worshipping at present in the 
parochial hall. The accommodation available 
was so insufficient that the clergyman in 
charge had to refuse to allow children inte 
the congregation at the ordinary Services, but 
held a aan children’s Service in the after- 
toon, They also wanted to build a permanent 
church at St. Clement’s, and {to finish St. 
Peter’s (Antrim road) and Knock Churches. 
There were districts around Belfast, including 
Finaghy, where churches were necessary. 

A grant of £6.000 would be a gracious act 
on the part of the Synod, but what was he 
to do with it? It would not be sufficient 
to build one church, and he thought that if 
they all realised what was their pt to the 
immense masses in Belfast they would give 
such sums as would help the Church people 
in the North to do their bit. “The people of 
the North did not want, the Church of Ireland 
to do the duty which they themselves should 
do.

Since disestablishment they had subscribed 
for buildings and endowments £690,000.

PERILS OF THE ROAD. 


Reference was made in the Northern 
House ot Commons yesterday to ‘the 
Gilbertian situation which has arisen in 
regard to the speed-limit for motor "buses 
plying for hire, the drivers finding’ it im- 
possible to keep within their time-tables 
and, at the same time, to keep within the 
Jaw. The Minister of Home Affairs, Sir 
Dawson Bates, admitted that there were 
numerous complaints as to excessive 
speeding, and pointed out that when the 
limit was increased recently from twelve 
to twenty miles pér hour they . were 
assured, if the privilege were granted, 
that it would not be abused. It has, how- 
ever, been abused every day, resulting in 
frequent accidents, as huge competing 
vehicles endeavour to pass each other 
so that they may pick up passengers on 
the road. Sir Dawson Bates confessed 
that a great many drivers do not pay any 
heed to the regulation, but, if they did, 
they would lose their jobs, and it seems 
that nothing can be done to get at the 
owners until the second part of the Motor 
Act comes into operation on Ist July, 
when the "buses will have to be licensed 
as well as the drivers. Stringent rules 
are also to be enforced regarding drivers, 
who will be compelled to undergo medical 
and driving tests, while licences will he 
issued to no one under 21 years of age. 
It is also hoped, by a system of. patrols, 
to lessen the danger to passengers and the 
general public from excessive speeding. 

Road traffic has developed enormously 
in Northern Ireland during recent years, 
as may be seen from the following 
figures :—In 1922-23 the amount collected 
by county councils for motor licence 
duties was £207,000; in the following year 
it was increased to £248,000; in 1924-25 
the sum was £287,000; in 1925-26 
£341,000; and for the present year 
£375,000. These remarkable figures prove 
that, notwithstanding the severe industrial 
depression which impoverished a large 
section of the working people, the middle- 
class community must have prospered ex- 
ceedingly. Assuredly the North is sharply 
contrasted in its rich and poor. At 
present there are over 9,000 people in 
receipt of outdoor relief in the City of 
Bel fast. 


LOCAL OPTION CAMPAIGN. 


The local option campaign has once 
again come to the front, and a series of 
meetings is being held to enforce the 
demands of the Temperance Party. At 
one of these gatherings the Rev. C. M. 
Young admitted that there had been a 
great decrease in the consumption of 
alcoholic drink, and said that one could 
scarcely see a drunken man on the streets;

The Free State Ministry for Posts and 
{elegraphs issued the following statement 
last night IS | dí 

Under the Acts appertaining to ‘elec- 
ions in Saorstat Eireann, a candidate at 
, Parliamentary election is, subject to 
regulations made by the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, entitled to send, 
free of any charge for postage, 40 each 
registered elector for the constituency, 
one communication containing matter ré- 
lating purely to the election. 

The regulations of the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs are — as follow, but a 
form in which they are fully set forth may be 
obtained by candidates and election agents on 
pplication to the Secretary, Department of 
Posts and Telegraphs, The Castle, Dublin :— 

i is desirable’ that the election communica- 
jions should be sent in closed. covers, the 
letter not to exceed 2ozs. in weight nor 
) inches in length by 4. inches in width. 
it is necessary also that the words “ Leitir 
um Thoghachán “” (Election Communication) 
should be printed, stamped or legibly written 
at the top of the address side of the envelope. 

The candidate or his agent must give at 


least one day’s notice of posting to the head’ 


postmaster the town in which the packets 
will be posted, and it must be arranged to 
have them handed in at the appointed head 
or branch post office (they may not in any 
circumstanées be posted at a sub-post office) 
between the hours of 10 a.m. and 4 p.m., tied 
in bundles of 120, all faced the same way, 
and as far as possible sorted according to 
streets. They must, furthermore, on the oc- 
casion of each posting, be accompanied by a 


. statement prepared in duplicate in prescri 


terms. 

_Any candidate who wishes to exercise this 
right of free postage before nomination is 
required to deposit the sum of £50 with the 
Head Postmaster as security for payment of 
the postage in the event of failure to secure 
nomination. 

Communications addressed to absent, voters 
should be posted as early as possible. In the 


case of absent Army. voters the fullest possible 
address (including regimental number if 
snown, rank, regiment, etc.) should be 


iven. 

While the best possible arrangements will 
be made in respect of communications sent 
under these special regulations, the Ministe: 
for Posts and Telegraphs cannot guarantee the 
timely delivery of any communication which 
is posted later than three clear days before 
the date of the poll, or later than one week 
before the date of-the poll in the case ef 
communications for places that have a 
restricted postal delivery.

MOTTO FOR NORTH DUBLIN 
CANDIDATES. 


A largely attended meeting in support of 
the Cumann na nGaedheal candidates for 
Nerth Dublin was held last night in the 
Concert Room, Rotunda. 

Mr. M. P. Rowan presided and introduced 
the five candidates, and said that if he had 
a criticism to make it was that the Govern- 
ment had done far too much. 

Mrs. Collins O'Driscoll, T.D. referred to 
the number of industries which had been estab 
lished under the selective protection policy of 
the Free State Government, and said that 
the firm and unflinching action of the Execu- 
tive Counci! would make “it possible, after 
this election, 1f the people were only wise 
envugh to return them in increased strength, 
t> float at low interest large loans for the 
benefit of the country. 

The big schemes that they had in hands 
would be bound to lead to prosperity throtigh- 
out the rural parts of the country. That 
prosperity would be felt in every area in 
Dublin. The people. who first felt the pinch 
of bad times would be the first to benefit 
ly the prosperity that was bound to come 
from the Shannon scheme, from sugar beet 
factories, from drainage, and from afforesta- 
‘ion. In its turn the rural parts would 
benefit from. the setting. up: of factories. 

Austin Stack had told the people that the 
men for whom he spoke would prevent the 
bringing of prosperity to the country until 
he and his party were given a majority. 
She asked those suffering from unemploy- 
ment to take a note of that. 

A fifth part of what. was destroyed in the 
last five years “by their opponents would 
have provided enough to subsidise seven or 
eight, sugar beet factories. A small fraction 
‘i the whole would have provided enough 
funds to drain the entire ake of Ireland 
and to carry out schemes of afforestation 
that would form the basis of future industry. 
(Applause. ) 


A MOTTO. 

General Mulcahy said that the motio they 
nad adopted was to go ahead with the work 
and not allow themselvés to be distracted. 
They were not paying the attention which 
some people sis like to questions and 
critisisms which did not matter one thraneen. 
if they did not seem te answer critics it was 
simply because they were going ahead with 
the work. They had a hundred things to 
do and had not a hundred days. to do it. 

He mentioned that at the last. election 
the North City had given only 26,000 of its 
55,000 votes to Government candidates. 
Post-Treaty Republicans got only 9,000 votes, 
and the official Labour Party 4,000 votes. 
So-called business people received 14,000 
votes. It seemed to ba that, the people did 

understand the importance of sending 
ri resentatives to a Parliaemnt of their own. 
li circnmstances had not been as they were, 
to make up for the laxity of the people of 
North Dublin, the. work of the past four 
vears could not have been done.

That was not 
lowering Ireland’s flag in any way, but was 
raising it to a height that many in the past 
had sighed for. They had established the fact 
that no country had a higher status than the 
Irish Free State in the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. (Applause.) . 

COST OF ELECTRICITY. 

Mr. P. Leonard, T.D., referring to the 
Shannon scheme, said that under it the Dublin 
electricity scheme must. continue to exist as a 
reserve. There was another matter about the 
Dublin electricity scheme. It took 100,000 
tons of coal to work it for a year. Takin 
this at 30s. per ton, it meant that £150 
was sent out of the country ever year never 
to return. 

Referring to the live-stock trade, Mr. 
Leonard said that the Government had done 
much to improve the breed of stock and to 
see that the produce of the farms was 
delivered to its destination in good condition. 
But, new legislation was wanted to com- 
pensate people for loss from the slaughter of 
animals for the benefit of the public health 
or for the preventing of the spread of disease. 

Mr. John Byrne, a candidate, referred to 
the amount of dishonest criticism levelled 
against the Government, especially on the 
Guestion of town tenants, which, he believed, 
would be satisfactorily dealt with by the 
Executive Council,

SAVING THE COUNTRY FROM 
BANKRUPTCY. 

A convention was held in the Town Hall, 
Limerick, last evening, under the auspices of 
the National League, to select candidates to 
contest the constituency at the approaching 
Dail elections.

Mr. 0'Donnell said that the League did not 
represent any class or section in the com- 
munity, but embraced all classes. He trusted 
that the men selected to contest Limerick 
would not only be elected, but elected by 
such a majority as would make everybody 
realise that Limerick City and County was 
determined that. the future Government of 
the country should be conducted by men of 
capacity, . honasty, and sincerity, instead of 
by the extravagances, folly and autocracy 
that had. marked the native Government 
during the past four years. 

Now, as in 1923, every effort was being 
made by the Government Party to cloud the 
real issue, which was their own extravagance, 
their own incompetence, and their own auto- 
cracy.

On account of their petty jealousies, how- 
ever, they will always be in politics what the 
“joker “ is in a pack of cards, It strengthens 
whatever hand it is in, but can never establish 
a suit of its own. The farmers strengthen the 
hand of the. Republicans in one place, that of 
the Redmondites in another, and of Labour 
all over the country, while leaving their own 
party in such a minority that they could not 
even get their amendments to their own 
land bill passed or get their loan through in 
time to be of any use to them this year. As 
owners of all the landed estate in the country, 
except what the towns stand on, they pay at 
least three-fourths of the rates and taxes.

CLAIM AGAINST CARRIERS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE PIGOT.) 

Edward Daly, 48 St. Ignatius road, Drum- 
condra, claimed damages from Messrs. John 
Wallis and Sons, carriers, Dublin, for per- 
sonal injuries which he sustained, as alleged, 
by reason of the negligence of the defen- 
dants’ servant in the care and management 
of a pair of horses that were attached to a 
vai, the property of the defendants. 

The case for the plaintiff, a Post Office 
employé, was that when he was engaged in 
unloading mail bags from a van at Amiens 
street Railway Station the horses jerked, 
and he was thrown over the side of the van 
on to the platform. The driver of the van 
denied that the horses jerked, and evidence 
for the defence went to show that the acci- 
dent to the ge was due to his swinging 
of the mail bags, which were rather heavy, 
and to his being overbalanced. 

The Judge held that McEvoy, the driver 
of the van, had not been guilty of negli- 
gence, and that, although the plaintiff 
suffered hurt, expense and loss, he could not 
pened him compensation, He dismissed the 
claim.

NORTHERN RAILWAYS 
AS "BUS OWNERS. 


During the second reading debate on 
the Finance Bill in the Northern Parlia- 
ment yesterday’ a strong plea was put 


forward on behalf of the mechanical 


“hare.” More than one member urged 
the Minister to abolish the entertainment 
tax where this form of sport was provided. 
It was becoming very popular, it was 
stated, as a substitute for the cruel sport 
of chasing a real hare, 

The second reading was given to the 
bill which confers on railway companies 
in Northern Ireland powers to run omni- 
buses for the conveyance of passengers 
and merchandise on the roads. 


OUTDOOR AMUSEMENTS. 


7. 


WHERE THE EXEMPTION WILL 
APPLY. 


The Minister of Finance moved the second 
reading of the Finance Bill, the object of 
which is to bring into operation the changes 
in taxation outlined in the recent Budget 
statement, including the abolition of the 
entertainment tax upon outdoor amusements, 
except in those cases where there is the par- 
ticipation of horses, dogs, or mechanically- 
propelled vehicles. 

Agricultural shows, he said, ~.ere not sub- 
ject to the amusement tax, and he proposed 
to introduce an amendment to make it clear 
that that such shows could introduce addi- 
tional attractions, such as gymkhanas, pro- 
vided that the Ministry of Finance was 
satisfied that the main purpose of the show 
was agricultural. 

Mr. Gyle (Independent Unionist) urged 
that the amusement tax should be reduced 
on cinemas and theatres. 

Mr. Grant (Labour Unionist) asked if, 
during an interval in a football match, there 
is a dog race or a trotting match, would 
there be any tax payable. 

Mr. McMullan (Labour) expressed the 
opinion that it was. unfair on the part of 
the Minister to tax mechanical vehicles. He 
presumed that this applied to the ‘‘ mechani- 
cal hare.”’ 

“I do not know,” he said, “if the 
Ministers are acquainted with this form of 
sport. I want to tell them that it is becom- 
ing very popular, and I am glad that it is, 
because it is a substitute for th; very cruel 
form »f sport of chasing a real live hare,” 
A withdrawal of the tax, he said, would give 
a great fillip to the new sport, and divert 
peoples attention. from coursing, which was 
an inhuman form of sport. 

Mr. McMullan said that the imposition of 
the tax, as far as cinemas were concerned, 
was unfair. It provided that one-third of the 
price of admission should be paid, and this 
operated adversely against the lower-priced 
seats. 


COMPARISON WITH BRITAIN. 

Mr. Devlin asked the Finance Minister to 
make a declaration as to where he stood on 
the subject of the entertainment tax. They 
were told repeatedly that, in regard to the 
adjustment of social problems and of their 
financial position, they stood in the same 
position as Great Britain. 

Mr. Pollock—We are better. 

Mr. Devlin—We are worse. There is no tax 
on outdoor sports in the Free State. 

Mr. Pollock—-That is not Great Britain. 

Mr. Devlin —But it is part of Ireland, no 
matter what the right hon. gentleman may 
think. 

Mr, Devlin went on to say that the enter- 
tainment tax had been imposed on Northern 
citizens for some time, and they were also 
compelled to pay a tax on tea, sugar and 
cocoa, commodities whjch were not taxed in 
Southern Ireland. He was not an advocate 
of the Free State, but as a representative of 
the people of Ulster, who had to bear the 
taxes that he had mentioned, he desired to 
draw attention to the injustice of maintain- 
ing it. He asked for an explanation as to 
why they were not placed in the same posi- 
tion in regard to the entertainment tax as 
the people of Britain were placed. He was 
warned by the Speaker that he would not he 
allowed to draw comparison between the 
taxes in Northern and Southern Ireland—-— 

Mr. Rowley Elliott—What about the boot 
tax! 

Mr. Devlin-—-You can talk about the boot 
tax when you get up on your feet. (Laugh- 
ter.) That tax was imposed for the purpose 
of developing the boot industry in Southern 
Ireland, Whether that is right or wrong I 
am not prepared to say. cause I am a 
Free Trader I hope that we will have univer- 
sal Free Trade throughout the world. If we 
have this there would be no need for arma- 
ments, for armies or for navies. Universal 
Free Trade would mean universal peace 
throughout the world. 


THE CASE OF THE CINEMAS. 

Mr. Devlin also protested against the inci- 
dence of the entertainment tax in regard to 
cinemas, and said that it was indefensible 
that the tax should be charged upon receipts 
and not upon profits. He had seen figures 
showing that houses were paying the tax to 
the Government, and they were making no 
profit out of the industry. He also appealed 
for a remission of the tax as far as the Bel- 
fast Philharmonic Society was concerned, and 
concluded by stating that the Government 
snould follow the lead of the Free State Go- 
vernment and reduce income tax. This could 
be done if they cut down their expenses. 

Mr. James Beattie (Labour) urged that the 
entertainment tax upon cinemas and theatres 
should be reduced to the level in Great 
Britain, Many of their cinemas were not 
able to pay their way. Greyhound racing 
was going to become very popular, and he 
thought that the Minister of sá should 
give it a few years free of tax. 

Mr. J. M. Mark (Unionist) congratulated 
the Minister upon withdrawing the entertain- 
ment tax on horse jumping, etc,, at agricul- 
tural shows subsidised by the County Com- 
mittees or the Ministry of Agriculture. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) said that he thought 
that the Belfast Celtic Club should be encou- 
raged in the adoption of the electric hare 
coursing at that ground. The Government 
were doing everything for the agricultural 
districts in the way of reducing the enter- 
tainment tax, but very little íor the indus- 
trial areas. 


MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

The Minister of Finance, replying, said 
that he had studied the position of the 
cinema owner with a great deal of care 
during the past two years, and had come to 
the conclusion that it was the smaller picture 
houses that were not making money. There 
were taxes upon amusements in every country 
in the world, and in some countries it was 
imposed u turnover. An amusement ‘+x 
was one of the fairest forms of tax, because 
people could come under it or not, just as 
they pleased. He reminded the House that 
there was still a tax on outdoor sport in 
Great Britain, and it was being removed in 
Northern Ireland. He regarded this as more 
desirable' than removing the tax on indoor 
amusement. He thought that those who were 
able to pay three shillings and sixpence to 
see greyhound racing ought to be able to pay 
a little towards the cost of the upkeep of the 
country. ' 

Referring to the comparisons made with 
taxation in the Free State, Mr. Pollock said 
that no reference was made to the long list 
of articles taxed in Southern Ireland which 
had no counterpart in Northern Ireland, and 
notwithstanding the relief granted on tea and 
coffee and ‘other matters, it was admitted in 
the Free State’s own returns that the cost 
of living was higher by 10 per cent. than 
here. f

frequently tried ‘to the cost of living 
figures in Northern nd, but was unable

RAILWAY OMNIBUSES. 

Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Minister of Com- 
merce, moving the second reading of the 
Railways (Road Vehicfes) Bill, explained that 
it proposed to confer powers on railway com- 
panies to run omnibuses and vehicles for the 
conveyance of passengers and merchandise on 
the roads, towards the maintenance of which 
they contributed. Although the increase in 
road transport was very marked, there was 
room for improvement. It was unfair to see 
railway companies compelled to stand aside 
and see traffic diverted from the railway, a 
share of which they could obtain had they 
the powers that the bill now proposed to 
confer on them. 

r, Thomas Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) opposed the bill, and said that the 
citizens of Belfast did not want it. 

Mr. S. Kyle (Labour) said that if the rail- 
ways got the power to run ‘buses there should 
be certain restrictions to ensure that 
the companies, by reason. of their greater 
resources, would not put the other ‘bus 
owners out of the field, and then when 
they had no opposition, put up fares and 
drive the people back again to the railways. 
The companies should be compelled to em- 
ploy none but competent drivers and con- 
ductors, and there should be a forty-eight 
hour week. Similar power should be given 
to municipalities to run ‘buses outside their 
boundaries. 
Mr. Robert Crawford (Unionist) said that 
the railways conld have established "bus 
setvices long ago if they wished by apply- 
ing to the County Councils for permission 
to use the roads. He would like some 
restrictions put upon the competition of the 
railway ‘buses with private ‘bus owners, 
Mr, W. McMullan (Labour) said that he 
thought that the hours of workers on all 
‘buses and their wages should be regulated. 
The railway companies, when they had a 
mooopoly, treated the people abominably by 
excessive rates. 

EQUAL OPPORTUNITY. 
The Minister of Commerce, replying, said 
that they must remember that some of the 
smaller railways in Ulster had great difficul- 
ties in carrying on, and it would be a great 
pity if railways were allowed to be beaten 
out of existence without giving them an 
equal opportunity in road transport. Railways 
were regarded as wealthy corporations, but 
he was afraid that that day was passed, and 
within the nast few months they had entered 
upon a serious struggle for their existence. 
The object of the bill was to grant equality 


of treatment. and they did not propose to 

put any restrictions on railway ‘buses. 
Colonel Woods asked if. when the railway

PRISON ESTIMATES. 

Sir Dawson Bates, in moving the estimate 
for prisons, said that with regard to the 
recent escapes of certain prisoners the whole 
matter was being probed to the bottom, and 
in the interest of t e prison service and from 
other points of view it would be inopportune 
for him to make a statement at present. 

Proceeding, he said that they had brought 
back ali their convict prisoners, who were 
located in England and Scotland, and one 
part of the Belfast Prison had been arranged 
for them. 

Mr. Thomas Henderson—I think that the 
responsible officers at the prison, who through 
neglect or otherwise—— 

Mr. Moles (Deputy Speaker)—I would ask 
the hon. miember not to pursue that line of 
argument. The reasons why it should not 
be pursued at this moment are so obvious, 
that 1 am sure he will realise them. 

Mr. Devlin asked the Minister of Home 
Affairs, whether a large number of members 
of the “B”’ Section of the Special Con- 
stabular in Fermanagh were called 
upon December to resign owin 
to their failure to attend the stipulate 
number of drills; whether they refused to 
resign or to hand over their arms and equip- 
ment; if the Minister had now sanctioned 
the formation of a new reserve section of the 
“B'' men, and had invited all the men who 
refused to resign to become members of the 
section, and retain their equipment. . 

Sir Dawson Bates, ín reply, said that it 
was a fact that 103 members of Class “ B” 
Special Constabulary, Co. Fermanagh, were 
unable to attend the prescribed drills, and, 
accordingly, their services were technically 
terminated as from the 3lst December last. 
At that time no facilities were available for 
the retention of suitable members of the 
Force who were unable to attend drills, but 
a new scheme was now in operation, under 
which members of the “B" Class Special 
Constabulary “were allowed to transfer into a 
reserve category without any obligation to 
attend drill.

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The Free State Elections. 


The Free State election campaign is 
now in full swing, and all the parties are 
mobilising their forces against polling 
day. At the last general election, in 1923, 
the issue was fairly simple. Cumann 
na nGaedheal stood for the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty; the Republicans stood for its 
repudiation, while the representatives of 
Labour and the Farmers, with the Inde- 
pendents, although differing on minor 
matters from the Government, were pre- 
pared to support it on most issues of 
national importance. The result was 
that, out of 153 possible seats, the Govern- 
ment won 63, the Republicans 44, and the 
other three parties divided the remaining 
forty-six seats almost evenly between them. 
The Free State Government, therefore, 
was in a nominal minority of 27; but 
the abstention of the Republicans trans- 
formed that deficit into a parliamentary 
majority of 17, while in most critical 
divisions Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues 
have been able to count on the support 
of a substantial number of the other 
members of the House. During the 
interval of nearly four years, however, 8 
completely new situation has arisen in 
the Free State. The Treaty issue is chose 
jugée. Even Mr. de Valera is prepared 
now to enter Dáil WHireann—on the 
fantastic condition that the oath of 
allegiance to.the King is removed from 
the Constitution—and Miss Mary Mac- 
Swiney, with her tiny band of sea-green 
incorruptibles, is the only person who 
takes the idea of an independent Republic 
seriously. The coming election will: be 
fought and won, not on politics, but on 
economics. No fewer than seven distinct 
parties, in addition to the Independents, 
are in the field. Cumann na nGaedheal 
once more will carry the Govérnment’s 
banner, The abstentionists will be 
represented by Mr. de Valera’s Fianna 
Fail and Miss MacSwiney’s Sinn Fein. 
Labour and the Farmers’ Party are stand- 
ing again as self-contained groups. A 
new party, led by Captain William 
Redmond, has appeared under the title of 
the National League, and Mr. William 
Magennis has gathered a diminutive 
group of dissatistied nondescripts into the 
fold of Clann Eireann. 

Four hundred candidates are expected to 
contest the 153 vacant seats, and already 
neatly 340 of them are in the field. 
Cumann na nGaedheal is putting forward 
about 120 against Mr. de Valera’s 100. 
Labour will have fifty, the farmers thirty, 
and the National League about forty 
candidates, while Miss MacSwiney and 
Mr. Magennis probably will have 
thirty between them. Already no fewer 
than 35 independent candidates have 
announced their intention of seeking 
election, and this number is likely to be 
increased before nomination day. Even 
the roughest forecast of the result, cf 
course, is impossible. In Galway, for 
instance, there will be at least 24 candi- 
dates for nine seats; in South Mayo there 


wi’ be fifteen for five seats, and in 


Tipperary there will be eighteen for seven

The Raid on Arcos. 

The story of the raid on the Arcos 
offices is still, like the serials of boyhood, 
“to be continued -in our next.” Arcos 
is a Russian trading company, established 
in London by permission of the British 
Government. It ‘has close connections 
with the official trade ‘delegation from 
Russia and—as nobody denies—with the 
Soviet Government itself. Just a week ago 
the police, properly authorised, descended 
on Arcos and made a thorough search of 
the premises. -Safes were broken by expert 
locksmiths; walls. were drilled and floors 
were opened ; and the police took possession 
of a mass of documents. The raid was a 
very unusual affair, and the explanation 
which the Home Secretary gave in. the 
House of Commons was highly dramatic. 
He said that the search warrant had been 
issued as the result. of information 
received from the War Office, and that 
the ‘raid’s object was the recovery of a 
Government document—secret and of the 
first importance. That document has not 
been found, but Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks is satisfied that it was at one time 
in the Arcos building:. The Government 
has fixed next Tuesday for an cflicial 
statement, and on Thursday it will grant 
the Labour Party’s request for a debate. 
Naturally, the raid ‘has infuriated 
Moscow, which describes it as ‘‘a most 
serious hostile act,’’ demands apology and 
reparation, and declares that this wanton 
outrage will do vast harm to British 
trade with Russia. An explanation, of 
course, is needed, since the raid certainly 
constituted a disturbance of international 
trading amenities; but impartial persons 
will not seek to condemn the British 
Government till its case is known. 
Indeed, the characters and records of the 
Prime Minister and Foreign Secretary 
will be accepted by most people as prima 
facie evidence that they have not 
sanctioned this drastic step without sub- 
stantial cause.. No doubt, the Govern- 
ment will be able to produce good reason 
for its belief that the missing document 
had come by sinister ways into the 
possession of Arcos; and, if the history of 
the recent raid at Peking repeats itself, 
an examination of the mass-of papers 
which the police seized may produce some 
startling disclosures. In the meanwhile, 
the Soviet Government’s suggestion that 
England has everything, and Russia 
nothing, to lose from a breach of trading 
relations is negligible, and its pose of 
injured innocence is both insolent and 
ridiculous; for the Soviet’s .malignant 
conspiracy against British interes in 
every part of the world is known to all 
men. The feature of this affair which 
most urgently needs explanation is the 
passionate protest that the raid has pro- 
voked from the British Labour Party. 
Why should these men assume that an 
act done under proper authority by the 
proper officers of the law has no possible 
defence? Why should the privacy of the 
Russian company’s affairs. be so sacred 
for them? Would they have howled in 
like fashion if the raid had been directed 
against ‘premises associated with Signor 
Mussolini’s Government? The Cabinet’s 
statement next Tuesday may help- to 


answer these questions. 


New Roads. for Old. 


We published yesterday, on our building 
page, a photograph which has a lively 
interest for others than engineers.

The President’s Departure. 


The departure of a distinguished 
personage from London after paying a 
State visit is usually very quiet, but this 
morning there was a gathering of the 
Royal Family and of members of the 
Cabinet and the Services at Victoria to 
witness the departure of M. Doumergue. 
The King, with the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Connaught and Prince Henry, 
arrived with the President, while the 
Prime Minister, Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
and a number of other well-known people 
were waiting to receive them. . 
Doumergue shook hands with everybod’ 
present, coming at last to the King, ani 
after shaking hands with him he stood 
holding the King’s hand for nearly two 
minutes, until the signal was given that 
the train was ready to move. The Pres 
dent then stood at the door, hat in hand, 
and gazing at the King as the train 
slowly moved out.

M. Briand. Sir Austen Chamberiain 
came forward and explained that sh 
could not pass the barrier, since not even 
Lady Chamberlain was nermitted, but he 
would ask M. Briand to come and speak 
to her. This he did, and M. Briand, 
after exchanging a few words with the 
Countess. returned to his place on the 
platform. Lady Oxford remained outside

Investigation shows that the explosion 
at the schoolhouse yesterday, in which 
a persons were’ killed and many injured, 
was the result of a carefully-planned 
revenge by an insane farmer. 

His first act in this series of mad crimes 
was the murder of his sick wife, whom he 
‘seems to have slain by crushing her head 
with an axe, and then removing the body 
to one of the farm buildings, which he 
blew up and burnt before going to the 
schoolhouse. i 

It appears that the children killed by 
the explosion were the youngest in the 
school. 

Teachers described the explosion as 
resembling: an earthquake. It seemed, 
said one, as though the floor went up 
several feet after the first shock. 

A TERRIBLE SCENE. 

“I thought that I had been blinded, 
but before that I had the impression of 
seeing the air full of children mixed up 
with flying desks and books. .The children 
were tossed high in the air, and some 
were catapulted out of the building.” 

All describe the scene outside as one of 
horror and confusion at the moment of the 
explosion. The bodies of dead and injured 
children came through windows and over 
the top of crumbling walls. 

_ The dead were faid out in rows, with 
only their feet showing. 

Mothers rushed from their kitchens 
attracted by the blast, and went up and 
down the row examining the shoes of 
children as a means of partial identifica- 
When recognised, a mother would 
seize a limp form with a scream, and hug 
it. to her breast. Some, crazed by the 
tragedy, carried’ dead children homé in 
their arms. 

Many of the injured were also taken 
home by parents, who did not realise that 
they were taking them away. from the 
best medical aid obtainable, all the 
doctors of the community being on the 
school grounds. 

One strongly-built father, who came to 
the school immediately following the -ex- 
;Plesion, turned from viewing the bcdies 
of his two little sons to help to tug at a 
rope which was: fastened to the damaged 
wall of the building. The’ wall then fell, 
disclosing the body of another of his suns.

STORM DEATHS IN 
' - AMERICA. 


18 PERSONS DEAD AND 
100, INJURED.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Severe storms in Indiana and Illinois 
caused the deaths of eighteen persons and 
injuries to a hundred others. At Peoria 
six inches of rain flooded the streets, 
driving three hundred families from their 
homes in the lowlands. All the deaths 
occurred there. 

The rain was accompanied by a heavy 
fall of hail which broke thousands of 
windows and caused damage to the exten* 
of £15,000. 

An eighty-mile' wind at Indianopolis 
blew down a number of houses and dis- 
organised the communication systems. 
The damage there is estimated at £60,000. 

In a number of places, in both Illinois 
and Indiana, swollen streams undermined 
railways and carried away bridges, and 
rain and hail damaged the corn crop 
extensively. 

Several. hangars at a flying field at 
Rantaoul, Illinois, were destroyed. 


BRITISH POLICY IN 
CHINA. 


PLAIN STATEMENT BY 
j SIR E. HOWARD. 


’From “ Tug Times ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

In an address before the Chamber of 
Commerce at Seattle to-day the British 
Ambassador, Sir Esmé Howard, warmly 
defended Great Britain trom the charge 
of pursuing Imperialism in China. He 
showed in detail the benefits which have 
come to China through commerce with the 
Western nations, particularly Great 
Britain and British India, through the 
honest administration of the Maritime 
Customs service, through the charting of 
the coasts, through the establishment of 
the postal service, and schools, colleges, 
hospitals and famine relief. 

Notwithstanding all the gains of China, 
the Chinese people had been made to 
believe by agents of Soviet Russia and 
others that Great Britain had tyrannised 
over them for generations. 

In spite of provocations, however, the 
British Government adhered to its de- 
claration of last year that it was ready 
to revise existing treaties and go more 
than half-way to meet the wishes of the 
Chinese people. 

It was ready now to negotiate with 
anyone who could speak for China; but, 
meanwhile, in these circumstances of civil 
war, it refused to leave to chance the 
fate of sixty thousand foreign inhabitants 
of Shanghai. 

British troops had been sent there only 
to protect lives and property and to 
maintain treaty rights. 

Friendship with the United States was 
the corner-stone of British policy. The 
communication of the plans of the British 
Government to the United States Govern- 
ment did not mean that, as was often 
asserted in the Press, deep-laid plots were 
being hatched to catch the unwary, but only 
that the Governments were practising an 
open diplomacy. 

It was open to either Government to 
reject a plan and go on its own way. 
That meant neither diplomatic victory nor 
diplomatic defeat.—(Per Press Associa-

The Free State Senate yesterday resumed 
the debate on the report stage. of the 
Electricity (Supply) Bill. 

An amendment by the . Government 
“That the accounts of the Board shall 
in each year be audited, and be the subject 
of a report by duly qualified auditors 
appointed annually for the purpose by 
the Minister,” was accepted. 

Sir John Keane moved an amendment 
the object of which, he said, was to ensure 
that all property controlled by the Board 
should pay income tax and poor rates. 
He felt that, if he did not mention the 
matter, the bill might go through without 
both Houses being aware that the works 
might be exempt from income tax and 
poor rate. If they did that, they should 
do it with their eyes open. 

What justification, he asked, was there 
for subsidising electricity undertakings in 
that very important respect? How did 
the production of electricity stand in any 
different relation with regard to rates and 
taxes, from the farmers who produced 
milk, and the manufacturer who We 
any other commodity ? 

Mr. McGilligan said that he had an 
amendment to bring forward dealing with 
the subject. The undertakers would be 
liable to income tax and so would the 
Board. With regard to the poor rates, 
his amendment would exempt them’ from 
local rates, like municipal undertakings. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


FACTORIES. 
Mr. Barrington moved an amendment 
to Section 19 providing that it is the duty 


ANNUAL 


of the Board to distribute, utilise, and 
sell electricity, “including the erection 
of factories consuming the same.” The 


principal reason, he said, for the promo- 
tion of the scheme was that new factories 
might be erected, and he thought that the 
Board should take some part in facilitating 
the erection of those factories. 

He asked what great advantage it would 
be to the country generally to bring elec- 
tricity up to Dublin and sell it to the 
Dublin Tramways Company and the 
Dublin Corporation at a cheaper rate than 
they could themselves. produce it. If the 
Board could not sell all the electricity 
produced, they should have powers to 
dispose of it im any way they thought fit. 

Mr. Bennett seconded the amendment, 
and said that one of the objects of the 
bill was to facilitate factories, and the 
amendment would be an instruction’ that 
the clear intention of the scheme 
eventilally was that. factories should be 
established in the country by means of 
electricity. 

Dr. Gogarty—Some of these amend- 
ments are a waste of time, and are 
founded on the suspicion that the Board 
will consist of a lot of imbeciles. 
| Mr. McGilligan said that the stigges- 
tion in the amendment was that the Board 
should subsidise factories, and there was 
a further amendment that the. Beard 
should be given powers to acquire land 
compulsorily for the erection of factories 
or other works. Land was always acquired 
for public purposes. Was it now the 
intention to give over these acquisitions 
to a company to-operate on a basis of 
profit? Outside that proposition what 
other facilities could they give? If the 
amendment were accepted, it would leave 
it open to the Board to apply part of the 
funds to subsidise factories.

SAFEGUARDING THE RATES 

Mr. Bennett moved to insert a new section 
providing that every scale made by the Board 
fixing the methods of charge, or rates of 
charge, for electricity by a local authority 
which is an authorised undertaker shall be 
reconsidered by the Board at the expiration 
of each financial year, and, if necessary, 
revised, so that no contribution from the local 
rates will be required for the purpose of 
defraying any expenses which the local 
authority may incur in respect of ns 
authorised undertaking; and providing that 
the Board shall in no case make any scale 
whereby the charge for electricity used by 
such local authority shall be at a higher price 
than that charged to consumers using 
electricity for similar purposes and for like 
hours of supply. 

Mr. McGilligan said that under the bill a 
local authority which was an authorised un- 
dertaker kept its present position, whicil was 
that rates might be called upon in an un- 
remunerative year. He agreed with: the 
principle of the amendment, which was that 
a public electricity undertaking should make 
both ends meet. 

Sir John Keane said that the Minister 
should not allow County Councils to become 

undertakers. He would like an assurance 
to that effect. 

Mr. Douglas said that the consent of the 
Minister for Local Government would be re- 
quired in that case. 

The amendment was allowed to stand over 
until to-day for the purpose of re-drafting. 


A CONCESSION. 

To the clause governing the closing of 
generating stations and making provision 
that such authorised undertaker shall, if 
required by the Board, maintain such station 
er part thereof for the purposes of the 
Board, and at the expense of the Board, a 
Government: amendment was accepted to 
secure that ‘‘ which expense shall be taken 
into consideration in fixing the rates of 
eharge for electricity for areas for the 
benefit of which such generating station is 
maintained.”’ 

Mr. Brady said that the amendment went 
a very considerable way towards the objects 
which Senator Hooper had in a series of 
amendments that was tabled in the Commit- 
tee Stage. His object was to secure that, 
if any portion of an undertaking were retained 
and used, the benefits that would ensue 
through such retention should be charged to 
the people who enjoyed them. Senator 
Hooper was to be congratulated on obtain- 
ing this concession. 

Mr. McGilligan moved an amendment to 
secure exemption from poor rate and 
assessment for any other rate made by a 
local authority of the Shannon works in the 
exclusive possession and control of the 
Board. He said that the Board would 
be in the position of a municipal undertak- 
ing. 

Sir John Keane opposed the amendment. 
He said that they had repeatedly heard that 
the Shannon scheme was to be a commercial 
undertaking, and surely one of the first 
things it should do was to pay largess to the 
State and local authorities. 

Mr, O'Farrell said that the amendment 
blew sky-high the contention that the 
Shannon scheme was a commercial: undertak- 
ing. The Minister was trying to humbug the 
country and the House. 

Mr. McGilligan said that the scheme was 
not going to be regarded as a commercial 
concern from the view point of making pro- 
fits. It was to run a service for the benefit 
of the country. He stated that its manage- 
ment should be allowed to operate in the 
way that a commercial concern operated. 
Electricity supply was not going in future to 
be mosey so far as being run for pro- 
fit. It was on the same footing as a munici- 
pal undertaking in regard to exemption from 
rates. The Board was going to serve an 
aggregation of municipalities in the country. 

Mr. Barrington mil that, these works were 
for the benefit, of the country, but, in Clare a 
tremendous lot of damage had been done, and 
the county was now to suffer considerable 
loss because of the amount of property on 
which rates would not be paid. 

Sir J. Keane said that Government buildings 
and Civic Guards barracks paid rates. The 
Minister said that there was one test of com- 
merce profit earning. Surely there were other 
tests to pay liabilities on the expenditure 
side, and there was a duty to pay for ser- 
vices received from local ratepayers. The 
amendment meant the confiscation of rates 
due to local authorities. 

Mr. Farren said that Limerick and Clare 
were saddled with the responsibility of pro- 
viding the services required, and should be 
compensated.

TWENTY-FIVE ARRIVE FROM. 
SCOTLAND. - 
From Our 'AGRICULTURAL CoRRESPONDENT, 

Twenty-five pedigree bulls for use in herds 
throughout the Irish Free State arrived at the 
‘North Wall, Dublin, yesterday by the Burns- 
Laird boat from Glasgow. 

Seven of these were Herefords bought in 
England, but transferred te Scotland, where 
they had to remain for two months before 
being eligible for export to this country, It 
is a long time since any Hereford bulls were 
brought into Ireland, on account of fodt-and- 
mouth disease restrictions, and this introduc- 
tion of very much needed new blood will, 
therefore, be welcomed by breeders of “ white- 
iace ” cattle, 

These animals were purchased by Vice- 
Admiral Craig Waller, C.B., Allenstown, 
Kells, Co. Meath; Mr. W. -J. Walpole, 
Castlenode, Strokestown, Co. Roscommon;

points of law concerned, their lordships put 
the case back for judgment. 

The plaintiffs’ claim was for a sum of £68 
9s. 10d., which they paid, as alleged by them, 
under duress of goods and under protest in 
order to release the ss: Fanad Head, their 
property, from the defendants” port; they 
also claimed damages for the wrongful deten- 
tion of the vessel by the defendants, When 
the case was first heard by Circuit Jud 
Kenny, at Cork, a decree for £68 Qs. 10d. 
was given. The defendants now appealed 
from this decision. The action arose through 
the fact that the vessel in question sailed 
from the Port of Montreal in July, 1925, 
bound for Cork, with a cargo of 7,071 tons. 
On the way she called at Belfast, where she 
discharged 4,647 tons odd of her cargo, and 
on arriving at Cork discharged the remaining 
portion—2.224 tons odd. The Cork Harbour 
Act of 1883 provides that where a vessel 
of the type of the Fanad Head discharges a 
portion of her cargo not exceeding one-thir:] 
of the entire cargo in the port, such vessel 
shall be subject to a tonnage due of one 
halfpenny per register ton, instead of a 
tonuage due of one shilling per ton, as laid 
down by Section 3 of the Act. It was con- 
tended by the plaintifis that the expression 
“entire cargo’’ meant, in Section 9 of the 
Act, the cargo which the vessel had on board 
when she left the Port of Montreal, as set 
out in the bill of lading. The defendants, 
on the other hand, claimed that the expres- 
gion meant the entire cargo that the vessel 
had on board on entering the Port of Cork. 
They also claimed that the cargo should be 
considered in accordance with this inter- 
i gg of the expression, ‘entire cargo,”’ 
or the purpose of levying dues. The sum 
claimed-—£68 9s. 10d.—was the difference 
between an assessment under Section 3 and 
under Section 9 of the Act. The learned 
Circuit Judge held that the expression 
“entire cargo’’ meant the cargo the vessel 
had on board at Montreal, and accordingly 
gave a decree tor the amount claimed, 

Mr. Commissioner Lynch, K.C., gave the 
decision of the Appeal Court yesterday at 
great length. Having dea't with the con- 
struction of the various sections of the Cork 
Harbour Act of 1883, he stated that, in his 
opinion, the interpretation put upon the ex- 

ression ‘‘entiré cargo” by the Jearned 

rear Judge was the right one, and he 
accordingly upheid his decision. 
Mr, Commissioner Shannon, K.C., in agree- 
ing, said that the words could not refer to 
the amount of cargo on board when the 
vessel entered the port, as if such were tha 
case-a vessel with no cargo would be placed 
under a penalty.

defined in the Act. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of the Hon. 
Charles Gordon Campbell, Secretary of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, who 
referred to the notices served on the defen. 
dant of the plaintiff's intention to take 
possession of the buildings and lands men- 
tioned, and stated that subsequent to the ser- 
vice of the notices negotiations were entered 
into with the defendant to arrange the com- 
pensation which should be paid in respect to 
the acquisition of the property, but it was 
found impossible to fix compensation by 
agreement, and the defendant then stated 
definitely and positively that he would not 
allow any person to enter on the buildings 
and lands unless his terms were accepted by 
the plaintiff. On the 6th of last month a 
formal demand for possession was made to 
the defendant, who again stated that he 
would not allow any person to enter on. the 
buildings and lands until the compensation 
had been paid. It was essential that the 
plaintiff should forthwith take possession of 
the buildings and lands, so as to enable him 
to fulfil his obligations to the contractor 
under the contract, and avoid heavy penal- 
ties. t3 which he would be liable in the event 
of his failure to do so. The defendant had 
intimated that he would resist by force, if 
necessary, any attempt to enter on the 
buildings and lands, and deponent believed 
that the defendant would, by all means in 
his power, ende-~our to prevent an entry, 
uniess restrained by an order of the Court. 

There was no appearance on behalf of the 
defendant, who, it was stated on a former 
occasion, had declined to act on the advice 
of his solicitor, and Mr. M. J. Ryan, who 
was thea present, mentioned that he no 
longer had a retainer on his behalf. 

Mr. Marnan referred to sections of the 
Shannon Electricity Act, 1925, in support of 
his application, and said that.this was the 
only case up to the present in which there 
had been any trouble with owners of land. 
On each side of this land, he was instructed, 
the works were stretching over the country, 
and this little oasis the defendant would not 
all them to to-ch, be-ause the plaintiff 
would not accept his terms, which the plain- 
tiff thought were exorbitant, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he must be 
very careful where lands were to be taken 
compulsorily from a man, including his 
dv-ellinghouse, t» see that all the technical 
requ..ements were complied with. 

Mr. *‘srran—This man appeared by 
counsel originally, and no suggestion could 
bs n ide that notice had not been served on 
him. Mr. M. J. Ryan would not have failed 
t> make that suggestion if notice had not 
Been served, eid the man ultimately refused 
to be bound by his counsel’s advice. In 
this case, the Act. gives the Minister power 
to do certain things, and we want to let 
this mn see what a serious matter it will 
be for him if he pent. to interfere with 
the Minister in the exercise of his powers 
under the Act, This gentleman has been 
served with the affidav’', in which these 
al! -ations have been made by Mv. Gordon 
Campbell, and I think that affords a 
prima facie case, at all events for granting 
the injunction asked for by the plaintiff. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—You, of course, Mr. 
Marnan, will give the usual undertaking in 
regard to an interlocutory injunction ? 

Mr. Marnan—Certainly. . 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the de- 
fendant did not appear to have made any 
case in reply to the allegations in Mr. 
Gordon Campbell’s affidavit, and in these 
circumstances he must grant an interlocutory 
injunction, pending the hearing of the action 
in the terms of the notice of motion. He 
would reserve the costs of the application. 


DANGEROUS CROSS-ROADS.

VERDICT FOR £750. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
SPECIAL JURY.) 

The hearing was concluded of the action in 
which John Moore, Main street, Dundrum, 
victualler, claimed damages against S. A. 
Hall, Gordon avenue, Foxrock, for personal 


injuries and injuries to his motor bicycle. 


he plaintiff's case was that while riding 
his motor bicylcle, defendant's motor car 
collided with him. He sustained a compound 
fracture of the right leg and was permanently 
disabled, 

The defendant pleaded that the accident 
was due to the negligence of the plaintiff, 
and, alternatively, that the alleged damage 
was due to inevitable accident. 

Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr, Geoghegan, K.C., 
and Mr. Sweeney (instructed by Mr. James 
Fagan) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Fitzgibbon, K.C.; Mr. Dockrell, K.C., and 
Mr. M. Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Milward Jones, Mayne and Sharpe) for the 
defendant. —. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 
charge to the jury, said that one of the few 
things about which there was no dispute 
was that this accident happened on the 29th 
August, last year, at 12 o'clock noon, at a 
cross-roads on which at the time there was 
no other traffic. It was agreed that this 
particular cross-roads was a very dangerous 
place. The plaintiff's story was that on the 
occasion in question he was coming from 
Enniskerry towards Dundrum, and when 
approaching the cross-roads—known as the 
“Lamb Doyle s Cross, ' Sandyford, near the 
Scalp—he slowed down to about fifteen miles 
an hour and sounded his horn four or five 
times before coming to the cross, he being 
on his correct side. The plaintiff had further 
stated that until he got out on the cross 
it was quite impossible for him to see up the 
tas seal down which the defendant was 
coming. According to the plaintiff's evidence, 
the motor car had then reached the “ mouth '' 
of the cross. Plaintiff continued on his way 
and when about three-quarter way across he 
was struck. 

In cross-examination, proceeded his lord-
